AT THE recent meeting of the New York State As- 
sociation of retail groceries held at Syracuse, N. Y., 
resolutions were passed directing a protest to Con- 
gress against the enactment of the proposed parcels 
post law. 








WoRLD-WIDE pig iron statistics for the year 1904 
show that the production in the United States during 
the year 1904 was less by 1,500,000 gross tons than 
the production during 1903. The production in Ger- 
many was about 18,000 gross tons greater during 1904 
than during 1903. France showed an increase during 
1904, and likewise Belgium and Canada. Great Brit- 
ain and Russia showed a decrease. The total pro- 
duction so far known shows a decrease of slightly 
over 1,000,000 gross tons during 1904. 








Ir 1s the intention of United States District Attor- 
ney Sherman T. McPherson to establish, if possible, 
a precedent in the case of a man arrested for destroy- 
ing a rural mail box. The question involved is, “Has 
the general government jurisdiction over a letter-box 
on a rural free delivery route?” The matter under dis- 
cussion is one wherein a rural mail box was destroyed 
at a time when there was no mail in it. If there had 
been mail the case would have been clear. But when a 
box contains no mail matter, the case presents another 
and dubious phase. 








Op BEN FRANKLIN’s proverb, “a penny saved is a 
penny earned,” has perhaps done as much evil as good. 
Reckless extravagance is not to be en- 
couraged, and there is no question but 
what a little sum laid by for a rainy day 
or for old age, is a most wise precaution. 
Nevertheless, for some reason or another, Franklin 
forgot to advise where the savings should be placed. 
Consequently, many of the more frugal of our popu- 
lation resort to an old stocking or to a pocket in a 


Economy. 
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hair mattress. The evil of this system lies in the fact 
that the savings thus placed are not doing their share 
of the work. They are like the one talent mentioned 
in the Old Book which did not earn another talent, and 
which consequently was taken away by the original 
donor. 

Hardware dealers have an exceptional opportunity 
for utilizing all of their savings. There are few deal- 
ers who hoard their profits in any less paying institu- 
tion than a savings bank. There are many dealers, 
however, who fail to turn over their stock more than 
once a year or perhaps once every two years. Out of 
date saws, nail pullers, stoves, things of that nature 
are stored in some unapproachable corner and are left 
to rust away from sheer neglect and encumber the shop 
until the owner’s death. The opportunities to turn 
these old wares into cash are not perhaps innumerable. 
There are few people who would care for a seemingly 
second-hand saw, and if there were, these saws are 
probably so well covered up by cobwebs and have so 
long remained concealed that the clerks would not be 
able to find them. A special sale disposing of all the 
old rubbish, even if not more than fifty per cent of the 
original jobber’s price could be obtained, would be an 
example of true economy. 

True economy is a misnomer as commonly em- 
ployed. It does not mean parsimony or stinginess. 
Economy means the wise regulation of expenditures. 
An economical person may spend more money with 
the same income than an extravagant person. “Econo- 
my means the elimination of useless expenditures and 
the concentration of all one’s resources upon expendi- 
tures which will increase his share of happiness or of 
wealth and increase it more than the original invest- 
ment was worth to him. Parsimony very often leads 
to a neglect of appearances. The parsimonious indi- 
vidual is inclined to indulge in only the actual necessi- 
ties of life and in doing so remains blind to the fact 
that the purchase of a good new suit of clothes or of 
a new display counter might reimburse him ten or a 
hundred times its original cost. A new suit of clothes 
might seem highly extravagant, but would eventually 
prove a most profitable investment. It would be truly 
economical. 

In the same way there are other dealers who feel 
that the two or five dollars to be paid to the state 
hardware association for membership in that body 
would imply the greatest of extravagance. The an- 
swer is often made that they cannot afford to belong. 
These dealers show a narrowmindedness and parsi- 
monious disposition entirely different from what we 
should expect from the economical person, who if his 
income were not of tremendous proportions, would 
pay his dues, make the trip to the annual convention 
in the cheapest manner, meet his competitors, get the 
product of their brains upon the most troublesome 
questions, and increase his own store of information. 
The dealer who refuses to go because of limited 
finances may be compared to the parsimonious individ- 
ual who deposits his savings in his stocking. He is 
not placing his money where it will do the most work. 
“A penny saved is a penny earned” should not be in- 
terpreted so as to imply that the penny should be saved 
or stored up in an unremunerative receptacle. It 
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should be placed where it can double or perhaps triple 
its original value, when coupled with the dealer’s own 
efforts. 





Ir Is interesting to note in reading over the history 
of the different tribes and races as they have lived and 
evolved in their respective habitations, 
Leisure that as they increased in numbers there 
and Clerks. was a corresponding increase in the fer- 
tility of the soil or in other means of sus- 
taining livelihood. When Columbus came to this 
country the fifteen million more or less square miles 
now enclosed by the boundaries of the United States 
were supporting not over five million and perhaps only 
one million human beings. Students tell us that the 
country was incapable of supporting more people of 
the type that inhabited the country at that time. The 
American Indians lived by hunting. Large game pre- 
serves were necessary. The sustenance obtained by 
tilling the soil was a mere bagatelle. Each tribe had 
the boundaries of its territory clearly marked out, and 
when a neighboring tribe encroached upon these pre- 
serves the red paint and the tomahawk announced hos- 
tilities. When the number of members in a certain 
tribe had multiplied and the forest belonging to that 
tribe failed to support the population satisfactorily, a 
raid was made upon the forests of neighbors, war was 
declared, one tribe or the other was exterminated and 
the population reduced to its proper number. At the 
present time this same extent of surface is able to 
support seventy-five millions of people certainly, and 
students tell us that it could easily support three hun- 
dred millions. This is caused by the invention and 
discovery of new methods and artifices and new uses 
and necessities. The three square miles which were 
required formerly for the comfortable existence of one 
savage, now supports a thousand or fifty thousand hu- 
man beings, more comfortably, better fed than their 
red predecessors. 

It is safe to say, however, that the occupant of this 
country to-day has a busier time than the thoughtless 
savage of the fifteenth century. The competition of 
life has increased tremendously. The hours which a 
man must necessarily devote toward the fulfillment of 
his most ordinary needs have been raised from two 
to perhaps eight pr ten out of every twenty-four. The 
competition is waxing warmer with the birth of every 
generation. The successful man not only devotes per- 
haps eight hours out of every working day to actual 
drudgery, but he usually spends a great deal of his 
leisure moments in thinking, planning, perhaps worry- 
ing over the program for the future and the events of 
the past. As the demands upon a person’s store of 
energy and strength are increased along with the in- 
crease in population, it is probable that the amount of 
leisure to be given to the struggle for existence must 
be increased likewise. It would seem that the stren- 
uous life had almost reached its limit at the present 
time. Americanitis may be defined as a disease pos- 
sessed by Americans in a peculiar degree, resulting 
from the concentration of every possible resource, ef- 
fort and nervous energy toward the accomplishment 
of their ambition. Continual disregard for the com- 
monest rules of nature are sure to reap an impov- 
erished crop. 
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In order to obviate working until 8 or 9 o’clock 
every night and on Sundays, a hardware dealer in the 
country recently hired a clerk. The competition was 
so fierce, the demand upon his time so great, that his 
own unaided efforts were insufficient. This is an 
illustration of the process which has been going on 
in the world. Men found that it was absolutely neces- 
sary to obtain assistance from outsiders, and the as- 
sistance was hired by the stronger. At first the whip 
was used by the master to enforce obedience, then a 
co-operative plan was employed and at the present 
time various other methods are used. Good service 
calls forth a raise of salary, words of praise a bettered 
position or other rewards. However, in spite of the 
fact that the successful employer to-day is the success- 
ful organizer, the successful student of character, no 
systematic effort is made by employers to raise the 
standard of efficiency of their employes. Occasional- 
ly desultory and spasmodic attempts are made by some 
concern, and lectures and talks are indulged in after 
business hours. One of the large retail hardware con- 
cerns of Chicago, for example, takes its clerks out for 
supper one night every week, pays for their meal and 
afterwards they are gathered together in the estab- 
lishment to relate their experience with customers, 
and to listen to an opportune discourse on one of the 
seasonable specialties. For instance, during the month 
of May papers on lawn mowers, barb wire, ice cream 
freezers and other strictly summer wares will be read. 
During September and October the subjects might 
bear upon stoves or hot air furnace heating. The 
Crane Co., of Chicago, have a so-called model estab- 
lishment, libraries being furnished to the men, lectures 
on topics of interest being encouraged, and inventions 
and original ideas receiving prompt and thankful con- 
sideration. These cases, however, are the marked ex- 
ceptions. A clerk is hired according to his past rec- 
ord and his present appearance. He is allowed to 
develop according as he responds to the dictates of his 
own conscience and his own sense of ambition. No 
systematic endeavor to increase his efficiency is made. 

Frank B. Gregg, of Little Rock, Ark., read an in- 
teresting paper on this subject at the re: ent meeting of 
the Arkansas Retail Hardware Association. Mr. 
Gregg emphasized the importance of the selling de- 
partment and “the man behind.” He also called at- 
tention to the desirability of studying the clerks, teach- 
ing them to know the goods they are about to sell and 
their points of merit. 

If the clerk is to aid his employer in sustaining that 
existence which formerly devolved upon the employ- 
er’s personal efforts, it is but natural to expect that 
the employer will endeavor to increase the amount of 
aid which his clerk can give him. It is but natural to 
expect that he will study his clerk, that he will attempt 
to instruct him in not only the rudimentary but the more 
advanced tactics usually employed by good salesmen 
in the disposal of merchandise. One evening a week, 
set aside for an affair of this kind, would be profitable 
for any of the larger merchants, or, where the mer- 
chant has only two or three clerks, a regular course 
of instruction might be changed into informal talks. 


Every mian tries to make his every dollar work as 
hard as it possibly can for him. He should likewise 
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endeavor to get the greatest possible amount of work 
out of his clerks. The matter should be reduced to the 
most scientific terms possible, and should require a 
great part of the employer’s attention. As we have 
said before in these columns, the ability of a person 
to make money for himself is only exceeded by a per- 
son’s ability to get others to make money for him. 








RANDOM SKETCHES.

it all happened about four thousand years ago, but 
it has been told over and over and still it is a new 
story. A young man, countrified and simple, had 
spent his life on a farm. He had heard of the great 
cities, and the fame and fortune to be acquired there. 
One day he decided to wend his way to the largest city 
in the kingdom. He started off on his journey with- 
out considering the direction in which the star of his 
hope lay, merely plodding along, hopeful and confi- 
dent that providence would direct his steps aright. 
He was strong and youthful and hopeful. The first 
day he covered twenty-eight miles, the second thirty- 
two and the third thirty-five. He failed to strike the 
city of his choice, but believing that this failure was 
due solely to his lack of energy, he continued on 
bravely. All of his time was spent in plodding on- 
ward, enjoying the sights, saving his money. At night 
when he lay down to rest, he was too tired to review 
his past, or to lay plans for the future. In the morning 
his head was filled with the business of the day. So 
he plodded on and on, day after day, and year after 
year. He never struck the goal of his ambition, be- 
cause he never realized that there are thousands of dif- 
ferent paths, and that only one led to his ideal. 

And so it is with most of the mortals who have 
lived since the time of this young man and who are 
living to-day. The critical period arrives in a young 
man’s life when it is decided that he is no longer to be 
provided for by others, but that his very existence 
depends upon his own efforts. His one salvation is 
work. Instead of considering carefully and studious- 
ly the different ways, and the most suitable methods, 
he hurriedly accepts the first opportunity. The born 
mechanic gets a position on a small truck farm. The 
youth of literary predilections finds a place in the cab 
of a railroad locomotive. A boy whose characteristics 
are all inclined toward a seat in the Supreme Court 
of the United States’ answers and accepts a position 
behind the soda fountain bar. It is a case of hit or 
miss nine hundred and ninety-nine cases out of a 
thousand. It is safe to say that nine men out of every 
ten would be more successful at some other trade than 
they are in their own. 

The question of the adoption of a certain means of 
livelihood is perplexing. A correct solution of the 
problem can only be derived by a series of experi- 
ments, conducted before and after the determination 
to accept the first position has been made. The ex- 
periments made after a position has been accepted are 
the more fruitful. These experiments need not and 
should not be numerous, for, the old saying, “a rolling 
stone gathers no moss,” is true. Nevertheless, per- 
sonal examinations, introspection at frequent intervals, 
are a most necessary concomitant to business success. 
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We should ask ourselves why we are here, where 
we are going, and whether that is our actual desire. 
We should learn to look ahead. We should recon- 
noiter. We should do in the abstract what a traveler 
journeying over an unknown ground to some destina- 
tion would do in the concrete. We should lay out 
a plan for each day, for each month and for each year. 
We should accomplish a certain distance or a certain 
amount of work each day and we should see that that 
distance or that work is accomplished. Once a week 
a thorough personal examination should be made, this 
examination lasting perhaps not more than five min- 
utes. But these five minutes should tell us whether the 
wheel of time is carrying us and our enterprises ac- 
cording as we would have them carried—whether we 
are being swept along in the right direction or whether 
we are going off on a tangent.

If cleanliness is next to godliness, it is reasonable 
to suppose that the Cole Mfg. Co., of Chicago, IIl., 
have attained to a high position in the estimation of 
those people who believe that inventive genius turned 
toward an increase in one’s opportunities for keeping 
clean will grant the inventor a favorable location in 
the world to come. Whether the design of the Cole 
Mfg.

It requires neither a keen eye nor an all-inclusive 
memory to appreciate the fact that when a housewife 
or her grumbling help-meet attempts to clean the ashes 
from a heating stove, a goodly portion of the pulver- 
ized products of combustion descend with a never- 
ebbing flow onto the carpet. Hence they can be re- 
moved only by the brisk movement of a broom, with 
the assistance of a dust pan.

The elbow draft with its upward slant is said to make 
it possible to put a coal hod under the draft so that 
no ashes are spilled on the floor when they are re- 
moved with an ordinary fire shovel. It is generally 
conceded that it is cleaner to carry ashes out in a 
deep receptacle, such as a coal hod, than in a shallow, 
unbalanced ash pan. Then, too, the average ash pan 
is not inexhaustible and is rarely large enough to hold 
the accumulations of more than twenty-four hours. 
The use of a coal scuttle instead of an ash pan is 
thus an advantage in this respect, also. 

The Cole Mfg. Co. claim that with this new draft 
they are assured an absolutely air-tight base construc- 
tion, while the base heating qualities of the stove are 
not retarded. They claim that the cast iron bottom, 
the ash pan and flange used in some stoves to guide 
the ashes into the pan retard the base heat.

NEW FEATURE FOR THE ROUND OAK HEATER. 





The wonderful popularity of the Round Oak heater 
has not allowed the manufacturers, the Estate of P. D.

We also enclose copy of a letter received from Mr. John 
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G. Christopher, president of the Southern Supply and Ma- 
chinery Dealers’ Association, which clearly shows the atti- 
tude of that association towards the new Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation, and as the former “Honorary Membership“ list has 
been abolished, manufacturers of machinery and supplies are 
invited to apply for membership in the new American Supply 
& Machinery Manufacturers’ Association, using application 
blank enclosed herewith. 

Upwards of one hundred concerns engaged in the manu- 
facture of machinery and supplies were represented at the 
organization meeting at Savannah; all assisted in effecting 
the permanent organization, and it seemed to be the general 
belief that this will become one of the strongest trade asso- 
ciations in this country. While it was formed at the sug- 
gestion of the Southern Supply & Machinery Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, its scope is sufficiently broad to admit of its co-operat- 
ing with the other, and similar organization now existing 
or to be formed, and its annual membership fee of $25 was 
fixed with a view to providing sufficient revenue to cover the 
necessary expenses, and effectively promote the interests of 
its membership. 

Doubtless you have noted with interest the recent forma- 
tion of a National Supply & Machinery Dealers’ Association, 
and are more or less familiar with the efforts making or 
looking to the organization of sectional dealers’ associations 
in various parts of the country, and may have already re- 
ceived communications carrying recommendations as to the 
methods which you should use in the distribution of your 
products.

such matters come up for consideration by any dealers’ or- 
ganization, and we might add that so far as your secretary- 
treasurer has been able to ascertain, this provision for equal 
representation of all parties in interest at such meetings of 
the respective advisory boards will receive the hearty indorse- 
ment of all organized dealers in supplies and machinery. 

We cordially invite your application for membership in 
this organization, and hope to receive your early and favor- 
able reply. 

The letter from John G. Christopher, president of 
the Southern Supply & Machinery Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, mentioned in Mr. Mitchell’s letter, is as follows: 


To the Honorary Members of the Southern Supply & Ma- 
chinery Dealers’ Association. 
Gentlemen: 

At our last convention held in Savannah April 25-28, 
the manufacturers of goods: handled by members of our asso- 
ciation formed themselves into an association, the aim and ob- 
ject of which, meeting with the approval of the members of 
the Southern Supply & Machinery Dealers’ Association, hence, 
it was decided that our honorary list should be discontinued, 
as so many of our honorary members had and would become 
members of the Manufacturers’ association. Therefore, beg 
to thank you for your kind consideration of our association, 
and strongly urge that you file your application for member- 
ship with the Manufacturers’ association.

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Heating and Ventilating 


A REVOLUTION. 











At the present time there are being sold many fur- 
naces with so-called “horse shoe” radiators. Many of 
these have not been successful, because of a lack of 
durability and a wastefulness in fuel consumption, due 
to a direct travel of the products of combustion from 
the front of the radiator and thence through the smoke 
pipe. 

-Wastefulness in fuel consumption and lack of dura- 
bility were the defects which R. J. Schwab & Sons Co., 
of Milwaukee, set out to overcome when they de- 
signed the new Gilt Edge Radium furnace, for coal 
and wood, lately placed upon the market. This fur- 
nace is said to be entirely new so far as regards the 
science of hot air heating, and will, it is claimed, revo- 
lutionize the methods of the past. The fact that so 
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Gilt EKdge Kadium, 

large a percentage of the heat arising from the source 
of combustion is lost struck them as peculiarly un- 
satisfactory. The Gilt Edge Radium furnace is said 
to utilize more of the heat which has heretofore been 
wasted than other forms of furnace construction. 

The radiator used in the Gilt Edge Radium furnace 
is very similar in appearance to the “horse shoe” 
style, but is said to be far superior in a number of 
features. The older “horse shoe” type furnaces are 
built in a so-called universal form. This feature is 
said to bring the flame from the coal directly against 
the feed door, making it very hot and radiating a 
great deal of heat into the basement. They are also 
said to send the products of combustion around the 
two front bends and only about one-third of the way 
around the circumference of the large radiator on 
either side of which is the smoke pipe. The radiator 
of the Gilt Edge Radium is of an entirely different 
construction. The gases rise from the fire-pot directly 
to the top of the dome. Instead of being drawn for- 
ward to the feed door and passing in two sheets 
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through the radiator to the smoke pipe, they move 
upward to the top of the combustion chamber. There 
they are ignited and then passed to the rear through 
a cast iron collar between the dome and the outer 
radiator. By this means the short circuit is obviated. 
The products of combustion are held in the dome a 
sufficient length of time to create perfect combustion. 
As they pass from the dome out of the rear, two things 
are accomplished: the heat is drawn from and not 
directed toward the feed door, thus saving the loss 
through radiation into the basement; and secondly, 
the gases rising from the burning coal are held in 
the dome directly over the fire a sufficient length of 
time to get a large percentage of heat-producing ma- 
terial from the gases and smoke, which very often 
goes to waste. 

The radiator of the Gilt Edge Radium is divided 
into an upper and lower smoke passage, by means of 
a cast iron dividing plate. This plate extends through 
the radiator toward the front, and all the products 
of combustion, after passing through the dome into 
the radiator, are obliged to travel through the upper 
section and then down through the lower section to 
the rear end before entering the smoke pipe. Thus 
the products of combustion travel perhaps double the 
distance traveled in many other furnaces. 

The fact that this radiator is divided in half, making 
both the upper and lower halves fifty per cent smaller 
than the entire radiator, allows the products of com- 
bustion when passing through to heat the entire sur- 
face of each passage. Without this dividing line, the 
products of combustion would heat only one-half, or, 
at most, two-thirds, of the surface of the passage, 
which would thus be double the size of either passage 
in the Gilt Edge Radium. Thus by the new system 
the products of combustion are said to be utilized more 
fully than by. the use of one passage. — 

The Gilt Edge Radium is said to prevent a short 
circuit between the fire bed and the entrance to the 
radiator, and is said to lengthen the period of time 
during which the flames will give the furnace the 
benefit of their heat. The outlet for the flames is at 
the rear instead of at the front of the furnace. The 
draft entering the furnace is admitted through the 
front.

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INTERSECTIONS OF CYLINDERS. 





Replying to the question of F. H. Schanze, 602 
West 12th St., Chicago, we submit the following: 

The illustration shows a cylinder R-S-O-M inclined 
to the horizontal plane, at an angle of 45 degrees, in- 
tersected by a vertical cylinder O-M-V, whose base 
is a circle, as shown by figures 1-2-3-4-5-6-7 and N 
in plan. 

The inclined cylinder is also intersected by a smaller 
cylinder shown in elevation by P1-G-H-K. The il- 
lustration also shows the intersection between the 
vertical cylinder with a circular- base and the small

cylinder, the axes of cylinders being placed at right 
angles. 

The small cylinder P1-G-H-K is intersected by the 
cutting plane P-H. The pattern is a two-piece elbow 
square in plan. The small cylinder is also intersected 
by the cutting planes 4H and 4I. The pattern is a 
tee joint, square in plan. 

SOLUTION ON DRAWING BOARD. 


G-L is the ground line. Construct the elevation of 
the inclined cylinder R-S-O-M and the vertical cylin- 
der O-M-V; also construct the elevation of small cyl- 
inder P1-G-H-K. In the elevation draw the circle 
TA-EO-FCB, and through those points of division 
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draw horizontal lines parallel to the line P-I-G, so,as 
to intersect the cutting plane P-H. 

Draw the plan of the bases of the cylinders and 
divide the base of small cylinder into the same num- 
ber of points as the small circle in elevation. You 
will notice the changed position of the letters.’ In the 
elevation T is at the top line, while in the plan, line T 
passes through centers of both bases. We will explain 
how this comes. Consider the line I-O in plan and 
line T-B in elevation as being hinged to the 
paper; revolve each circle to the left, then the semi- 
circle in plan. 1-E-a-Ta-EO will be above the paper, 
the other half of the circle will be below the paper. In 
the elevation the semi-circle to the right of-hinge T-B 
will be above the paper, the other half will be below 
the paper. Now consider line G-L as a hinge; re- 
volve the elevation towards you until the elevation 
of the drawing is vertical. By placing center of 
elevation directly over center of plan the lettering is 
the same in eaclt circle. Through the points of di- 
vision in small circle in plan draw lines parallel to 
the axes of cylinders, intersecting the base of large - 
cylinder in 1-2-3-4-5-6-7. Through those points draw 
vertical lines, intersecting cutting plane O-M, and 
continue the lines, parallel to line S-M in inclined 
cylinder. 

Mark the points 1-2-3-4-5-6-7 where the inclined 
lines meet the horizontal lines previously. drawn 
through points in horizontal cylinder. Lines traced 
through the points will give the shape of the inter- 
section. 

PATTERNS. 


Draw a° vertical line and space the distances be- 
tween the points of division on small circle in eleva- 
tion, as BCFO-EA-TA-EI-FCB. Draw pattern 
lines through those points as shown. 

Through the points of intersection 1-2-3-4-5-6-7 
draw vertical lines, intersecting pattern lines as fol- 
lows: Line 1 intersects line T in pattern; line 2 in- 
tersects line a-a, line 3 intersects line EE, line 4 in- 
tersects line O-1, line 5 intersects line FF, line 6 in- 
tersects line CC, line 7 interesects line BB. Lines 
traced through the points give the pattern of the in- 
tersection. 

Draw vertical lines through points 1-2-3-4-5-6-7 
at base of large cylinder in plan to meet the pattern 
lines; will give pattern for intersection of small cyl- 
inder and large cylinder as shown. To avoid con- 
fusion we only drew the lines to intersect OM. 

To obtain the shape cut from the large cylinder by 
looking at plan of base of large cylinder, the lines 
extend from I to 2-3-4 and to 5-6-7. Draw a line 
perpendicular to line RO and space the distances 
I-2-3-4 on each side; draw lines through the points 
1-2-3-4 parallel to line RO; now draw lines through 
the points of intersection 1-2-3-4-5-6-7, perpendicular 
to the pitch of cylinder, to intersect the lines previous- 
ly drawn in points 1I-2-3-4-5-6-7 on each side of line 
RO. This shape can be cut out of large cylinder. 
To obtain: the square elbow pattern, draw vertical 
lines through the points on line PH to intersect pat- 
tern lines. A projected view of the intersection is 
shown in plan at N., The pattern for the tee joint is 
found by taking square elbow pattern and turning 
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oyer the center portion between O and 1, the oval 
shape between elbow pattern and tee joint is the shape 
to be cut out of the cylinder that the tee joint inter- 
sects. 

REMARKS. 

The line O-M is an intersecting line for an octagon 
mitre ; the line O-X is an intersecting line for another 
angle. At O you can place any angle, and by draw- 
ing vertical lines from the base of large cylinder you 
can obtain a pattern of the intersection by laying out 
the pattern lines to the right of the drawing. 

The solution of this illustration applies to all inter- 
sections between cylinders, as the position of a cyl- 
inder cuts no figure in an intersection.

LOCK JOINT CEILINGS.

SOLDER FOR ALUMINUM. 
From John A. Powell, South Wayne, Wis. 
Kindly give me the recipe for solder to be used with 
aluminum. 
Ans.—The composition of solders for aluminum 


that is generally used is as follows: 

(1) 80 parts zinc; 12 parts aluminum ; 8 parts copper. 
(2) 88 parts zinc; 7 parts aluminum; 5 parts copper. 
(3) 94 parts zinc; 4 parts aluminum ; 2 parts copper. 
(4) 9goparts zinc; 6 parts aluminum ; 4 parts copper. 
(5) 85 parts zinc; 9 parts aluminum; 6 parts copper. 


First prepare an aluminum-copper alloy, which is to 
be mixed with the requisite amount of zinc. Melt the 
copper and then gradually introduce into same the 
aluminum, divided into 3 or 4 portions; make a per- 
fect mixture by stirring. After the last of the alum- 
inum has been put in, throw in the zinc and with it 
some fat or resin, then stir the mass rapidly and direct- 
ly remove the crucible from the fire and pour the alloy 
into iron molds, which have been rubbed with benzine

‘The nature of the 
periodical or the newspaper in which the advertise- 
ment is to appear should always be considered before 
the advertisement is composed. The announcement 
of E. H. Perry, of Edinburg, IIl., is quite above the 
average, but we feel that the writer did not consider 
the reader’s standpoint before submitting the copy. 
This advertisement was located near the bottom of 
the page of a large newspaper. Inasmuch as a news- 
paper is published daily, inasmuch as there is invari- 
ably more reading matter than the average reader cares 
to peruse, and inasmuch as most people read a news- 
paper, especially the bottom sections, when it is ex- 
tended at full length, it is probable that not more than 
one-tenth of the readers of the paper in which Mr. 
Perry’s advertisement appeared, more than glanced 
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at his announcement. The type is too small and too 
much is said in the amount of space allotted to it. The 
name Of the advertiser appears twice, but in neither 
place i8*the type large enough.

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Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


Comparing the present market with the market of 
the latter part of 1904 would place the former in an 
unfavorable light. Nevertheless, more than the aver- 
age amount of buying is going on and the strong 
undertone pervading the whole indicates that purchas- 
ers of pig iron will be rife and ready during the next 
month. In nearly all the heavy lines, immense ton- 
nages are being contracted for and the possibilities of 
catching up on old orders are becoming more and more 
limited. During the week under review, the local pig 
iron market was characterized by a rather heavy vol- 
ume of trade consisting mainly of round lots. The 
Allis-Chalmers Co. entered an order for ten thousand 
tons of local and Southern foundry and Southern sil- 
veries to be delivered during the first quarter of 1906. 
A number of malleable and foundry interests in Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee bought from one thousand to two 
thousand tons apiece. Prices on Ohio irons have 
stiffened considerably, thus strengthening local prices 
on Northern and Southern irons. Nevertheless, con- 
cessions are still offered on the basis of $16.50 for 
Northern coke foundry No. 2 and $15.65 for Southern 
coke No. 2, Chicago delivery. These prices are hold- 
ing for deliveries during the first quarter of 1906, but 
not for the second. Southern furnaces are offering 
some iron for August and September deliveries on the 
basis of $11.75 Birmingham for No. 2 Foundry. They 
are unanimous, however, in not shading prices on the 
basis of $12.00 for fourth quarter deliveries. There is 
somewhat of a scarcity of the softer of Southern irons. 
This with the car shortage in the South helps to main- 
tain prices on a firm basis. 

Perhaps the most interesting development of the 
week was the conference held by the representatives of 
the Bessemer Association and the United States Steel 
Corporation officials concerning the purchase of Bes- 
semer iron for September deliveries. It was an- 
nounced after the meeting that considerable discussion 
regarding the prices to be paid had taken place, but 
it is probable that this difficulty will be smoothed over 
and approximately fifty thousand tons of pig iron pur- 
chased during the closing days of the present month. 
This meeting strengthened Eastern pig iron markets 
to a large extent and tended to obviate the slight weak- 
ening in prices which characterized some of the Valley 
furnaces during the first weeks of August. 

Despite ominous rumors heard ever and anon re- 
garding the condition of pig iron there is no question 
regarding the strength of the more finished materials. 
More of these products has been sold during the last 
six or eight months than during perhaps any other 
period of equal length in the history of the respective 
markets. Rails and track supplies, structural ma- 
terials, plates, steel bars and billets have sold as per- 
haps never before. Merchant’s steel has also made 
a record which other markets may well envy. 

Almost one hundred and twenty-five thousand tons 
of standard rails were sold in this market during the 





st ten days. These orders were mostly for 1905 
delivery, but it is expected that the crowded condition 
of the mills will necessitate the holding over of these 
orders until next year. The Harriman interests nego- 
tiated with the steel corporation for seventy-five thou- 
sand tons. Heavy sections in five hundred ton lots, 
f. o. b. mill, are sold at $28.00. 

Prices on bar iron were advanced one dollar a ton 
by local interests during the last week; 1.65c¢ Chicago 
is the lowest price now obtainable. The market stood 
the advance well and a number of large orders were 
received after the announcement. Specifications from 
car builders and implement makers are abundant. 
Premiums are asked on steel bars for prompt delivery 
and can in most cases be obtained. Next year’s re- 
quirements are being filled at the rate of 1.66%c. 
Store trade is active. 


PIG IRON. 
Rogers, Brown & Co., pig iron merchants, will say 
in their weekly report: 


The last of summer sees general conditions well main- 
tained. Recent business has been excellent in both tonnage 
and prices. The market is of a most interesting character, 
and present indications point to a continuance. A number of 
good sized transactions have been closed for delivery dur- 
ing the balance of this year and the first quarter of next. 
This, with the smaller business placed for next year’s ship- 
ment and the nature of current inquiry for 1906 delivery, 
promises well. This is a feature lately developed, as sellers 
have not been inclined to meet propositions for 1906 move- 
ment until recently. Prices remain without ‘change, and it 
is only exceptional deals, or those in which off material enters, 
which call for figures below the quotations of last week. 
There is a marked scarcity of the higher grades of foundry 
irons, especially in the South. 

It is reported that during July, the Southern furnaces 
decreased their surplus stocks by about 25,000 tons, and as 
sales made this month have kept up with the production it 
does not appear that there will be any addition to stocxs in 
that district during August. Southern production continues 
heavy, but shipments of iron and steel are moving at a greater 
rate than the material is being produced, with the result of 
shrinkage in furnace stocks. A leading interest has sold a 
large tonnage for delivery during the first half of next year, 
which is taken as evidence that consumers feel prices will be 
maintained during that period at least. 

Unusual activity continues in certain lines, especially 
steel bars and rails. After the amount of business which has 
been placed in latter line during this year, it would seem 
that the maximum had beén reached, but orders continue. 
The mills in the Pittsburg district are now in such shape as 
to make impossible the considering of additional business 
for the rest of the season. ‘ Running night and day they may 
be able to keep up with the orders in hand. There is every 
prospect of a very strong Bessemer market beginning in early 
September. The reported probable purchase of Bessemer iron 
by the Steel Corporation is now judged to be practically as- 
sured for early September. If they should purchase half 
or two-thirds of the Bessemer product now stocked in Valley 
furnace yards, the result is evident. This purchase might have 
been made this month but for the fact that prices have been 
somewhat uncertain and an established figure was desired 
by them. There are several inquiries for Basis iron in the 
market, and some good sales are anticipated. 

Coke is strong with prices steady, some advance being 
registered. The demand is brisk and production is being 
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well maintained, although some difficulty is being experienced 
in effecting ample movement. 





Matthew Addy & Company, iron merchants, will say 
in their weekly report: 


There are elements of great strength underlying the pig 
iron market. The steel end of the business was never in 
better shape. All the mills are full of work and the U. S. 
Corporation, which accumulated Bessemer iron during the 
spring and summer, is so rapidly cutting down its reserve 
stock that it is highly probable that it will be forced shortly to 
go into the open market. This will be a decided help to the 
northern merchant furnaces. As it is, both North and South 
the furnaces have well filled order books, and shipments are 
being made in greater volume than at any previous time this 
year. In the South there is a noticeable shortage of high 
grade foundry iron; in fact, the only grades in anything like 
a fair supply are those for mill work. 

Indications of a splendid fall business are steadily in- 
creasing. The crops everywhere are going to exceed expecta- 
tion, and this means that the immediate consuming power of 
the country will be largely increased. Good crops are always 
the base of good times in pig iron. The railroads are already 
feeling the influence of this superabundant crop, and before 
sixty days have passed they will have trouble in moving the 
country’s freight. Even now in some directions there is a 
scarcity of cars; this is particularly the case in the coke fields, 
and a car famine later on in the autumn is well nigh certain. 

There has been good buying this week all along the line. 
Several large consumers have purchased good sized lots, 
while there has been an unusual number of small orders. 
Carload lots for immediate shipment are much in evidence. 
There is also a steadily growing demand for quotations for 
the first quarter of 1906. Furnaces are rather disinclined to 
sell for delivery so far ahead, but sellers are accommodating 
them, asking for this delivery the same prices that are quoted 
for shipment over the last quarter of the year. 

The general feeling in the trade is cheerful and hopeful. 
Consumers have plenty of business on hand and plenty more 
in sight. -The agricultural implement concerns are especially 
busy, though every one is so full of work that it is difficult to 
particularize in this regard. 


SHEETS. 
John McVoy & Co., Chicago, report as follows: 


There is a large buying movement on at the present 
time on both black and galvanized sheets, and the outlook has 
improved considerably. The cornice makers are all very 
busy, and the outlook is very bright for a good fall trade. 
Raw copper continues to advance, and it would not be sur- 
prising to see an advance in sheet copper in the near future. 
The prices on galvanized sheets have not as yet materially 
advanced, and the same condition also applies to tin plates, 
but an advance may occur at any moment. 

We quote the following prices for shipment from Chi- 
cago in ordinary lots. Large buyers are able to shade these 
figures somewhat:

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CHICAGO HARDWARE MARKET. 


The waning summer months have been conspicuous 
because of the absence of bargains offered .by jobbers 
and the prevalence of bargains offered by retailers. 
Prices have remained firm for the most part and the 
general demand on the part of retailers for staple and 
seasonable goods has been remarkably heavy. Jobbers 
have shown no disposition to force demand by creating 
attractive prices. On the other hand dealers have to a 
great extent striven to transform what is ordinarily 
considered the dullest period of the year into one 
characterized by at least normal activity. Judging 
from the reports of correspondents and individual 
contributions it is evident that dealers appreciate more 
than ever before the value of stimulating consumers’ 
demands by price concessions and attractive novelties. 
The tendency has not been to offer staple articles at a 
loss but rather to mark down goods which have accu- 
mulated during the preceding year. There has also 
been a marked tendency toward the establishment of a 
regular bargain counter on which are displayed goods 
selling at small prices, but which, nevertheless, are 
entirely new and of a fascinating nature. 


The demand for fall goods has been steadily in- 
creasing during the last three weeks and is now almost 
at the acme of its progress. The continuation of 
favorable crop reports, which have been so character- 
istic of the last six weeks or two months, has resulted 
in flooding jobbers with orders. The size of ‘the 
orders indicates that retailers throughout the country 
expect a heavy demand from the consumer. A com- 
parison of the 1905 orders with the 1904 orders from 
the same dealers shows that in most cases dealers are 
apparently expecting a heavier volume of business than 
last year. 

Taking up individual products the evidence is suffi- 
cient to warrant the belief that almost without excep- 
tion there is a strengthened tone in all of them. 
Those markets which have heretofore been strong 
continue to manifest the same degree of strength; 
those markets which have heretofore been weak can 
either be classed with the strong markets or exhibit 
symptoms of increasing firmness. 


Wire nails and other wire products had brought 
official prices with the greatest of difficulty up to a 
few weeks ago, but the demand has improved since 
that time and reports from all sections of the country 
indicate a brigat outlook for fall business. The wire 
manufacturers held a meeting at Cincinnati on Tues- 
day last and existing prices were reaffirmed. Produc- 
tion is being curtailed at the present time, and it was 
decided to continue this policy. It was found at the 
meeting that prices could not be successfully advanced. 
It is probable that there will be no official advance in 
schedule rates for perhaps one or two months. The 
demand for cut nails has not been heavy for some time. 
It is growing, however, and there is every reason to 
believe that an advance in prices will occur before 
many weeks. 


Other articles, including glass, piping, conductor 
pipe and eaves trough, oils, black and galvanized 
sheets, show a marked firmness, and advances in prices 
may scon be expected.
